DECISION

BACKGROUND 

On 25 October 1999, applicant filed international application PCT/FR99/02587, which 
did not designate the United States.

371(c)(1). y 

On 10 September 2001, the DO/EO/US mailed a Notification of Acceptance of 
Application Under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form PCT/DO/EO/903). 

On 01 June 2001, applicant filed an executed declaration. 

On 04 June 2004, applicant filed the present petition under 37 CFR 1.182. 



DISCUSSION 

An international application which did not designate the United States cannot attain 
national stage entry in the United States. 




. Application Number: 09Aws.-3.108 
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Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a)(4), the filing date of an application shall be the date on 
which the specification and any required drawing are received in the USPTO. In the present 
case, the papers submitted on 29 October 1999 contained a specification which did not require 
any drawings. Thus, the 29 October 1999 submission is entitled to a filing date under 35 U S C 
111(a). 



CONCLUSION 

For the reasons above, the petition under 37 CFR 1.182 is GRANTED . 

The Notification of Acceptance of Application Under 35 U.S.C. 371 (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/903) is hereby VACATED .
